Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  &  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  ycu.  the  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  ending  Decer'‘)er  31st,l944>  or  the  Health  and  Sanitary 
conditions  of  tHe  SpUc^py  Rui  al  District, 

I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  health  of  the  people 
in  the  opilsb^;  Rural  District,  as  in  rhe  rest  of  the  Country,  has, 
throughout  the  year,  been  uniformly  good, 

the  fifth  full  year  of  war,  showed  little  change  in  the 
food  situatioi'.  and  rationirg  of  foodstuifs  was  on  very  similar 
lines  to  the  pr-evious  year.  The  carefully  balanced  rations  may  at 
times  b::,  lull,  but  there  :s  no  evidence  to  suggest  that  in  any  way 
the  vitality’-  or  physical  condition  of  the  community  has  been  impared 
by  them.  On  the  centra  ’y  the  General  Healtn  in  the  country  is  well 
up  tc  peace-time  sta..dards.  The  iropreverent  in  the  war  situation  in 
the  Me'di ttranean  e  lahled  a  considerahle  emourit  of  oranges  and  lemons 
to  be  put  on  tl'.e  market;  this  wa  s  a  great  bOv.n  to  many  people. 

Many  of  t'le  school's  in  the  (list  uct  ar.^  now  equipped  with 
ca  iteens  enal:-.i.i?'ig  the  children,  whose  parents  wish  it,  tc  have  a 
good  hot  dinner  at  a  /ery  clo.ap  rato,.  The  teachers  at  tnese 
schools  are  una^.ii.ous  in  tlreir  jpjni.n  that  th:  s  is  of  great  benefit 
to  the  childreim,  not  onr.y  ao  ohey  look  hotter  and  put  on  weight  but 
in  the  after'soons  bewter  v/oi  ^  is  done,  I  have  .hsited  many  of 
these  schools  at  mealtime  ar.l  have,  in  most  cases,  been  very  pleased 
with  the  fc  ud  '.ha  i:  has  be  3n  provided  and  the  qi^ality  of  the  cooking.

There  has  throughout  1944.  as  in  the  piu,vious  two  years  been 
consiier-eble  difficulty  ir  getting  housei-old  helg  and  nur'^ing 
facilities  in  '^he  homes  and  niany  expectant  mo '■-hors,  have  been 
obliged  t  .1  go  into  Hospital  fo':’  thei':'  confinements,  though  they 
v/O'ild  have  preferred  to  stay  ao  hcnie.  The  very  s'.v:?  ous  housing 
shortage  has  also  contributed  to  tl s.  dlfficui  ty. 

The  Deaths  numbered  281  of  thes'.  144  were  male  and  137  female, 
representing  a  death  ra' e  per  tno'isa,,id  of  the  nopulation  of  13-09 
compared  with  a  s'milar  rate  for  ^he  w-hole  of  the  count ?:’y  of 
11,6;  of  the  281  about  nalj  weve  in  people  over  7C  years  of  age. 

The  deaths  in  infants  under  one  year  of  age  n^ombered  26, 
giving  a  rate  per  thousand  live  oi-‘ths  of  oO,  8.  The  rate  for 
Englai.u  and  Wales  was  46. 

There  were  43  deo.ths  registerrd  as  due  t/'  Cancer  and  72  to 
Heart  disease'.  There  Vvas  one  ease  of  Suj,ciclc. 

. .  General  Proymsion  of  Health  Servicesc 

The  staff  in  the  puolic  health  department  underwent  various 
changes  nic-  throw  ghoet  the  yea^  was  working  under  shortage  of 
staff  difficulties,  Mr,  G,A..  Farrow,  left  to  "^mce  up  duties  under 
the  Lindsey  Tounty  Council  ar-.d  Mr,  S(,  HoMurray  ,  fi’om.  Second  became 
Firsu  Additional  SaiAtary  Officer.  It  was  not  found  possible  to 
fill  the  vacancy  thus  caused.  Vr  rious  typisss  came  and  went  in 
the  office. 
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Lab o ra t o ry  e jca nii nat ons  are  carried  out  by  the  Emergency 
Laboratory  Services  at  Lincoln  end  by  the  Clinical  Research 
Associarion  in  hondon.  Water  analyses  ha '"e  been  reporied  on  by 
Mr,  V/.Vi/.  Taylor  of  Nottingham. 

Hospitals,  Clinics  and  Ambulances  are  luichanged,- 

Cs.ses  of  infectious  disea.ses  a.re  usuailly  sent,  v/hen  necessary 
to  the  Isolation’  Hospital  Osgodby  or  to  the  Grimsby  Corporation 
Hospital  at  Sca^tho',  Cases  from  the  south  ol  the  district  are 
sent  to  the  -“oston  Isolation  Hospital.  A  fe^''  cases  have  been  sent 
to  the  Skegness  Fever  Hospital,  I  look  forward  to  the  day'^when  we 
have  our  own  Isolation  Hospital. 

Midwifery  and  Nursing  Servi  3_es, 

The  County  Councr'l  .;.s  the  loc.il  supervisin'*'  authority  under  the 
Midwives  Act  for  the  \/hole  of  Lindsey.  Nur sing "servic es  are 
unchanged.  What  is  becoming  a  greater  pr.’Oblem  than  uhe  nursing  of 
the  sick  is  the  looking  after  the  aged.  Throughout  the  Rural 
Listrict  there  ire  large  numbers  of  old  people  lj.virg  in  houses  by 
themselves.  They  manage  alright  until  tney  get  sick  then  tiiey  have 
no  one  to  look  after  them.  ^This  problem  v/nich  l-.a.s  alv;ays  been 
present  to  some  extent,  has  been  considerably  accentuated  by  the 
war  and  by  the  destruction  of  the  Public  Ii.sti:utijn  by  enamy  action 
in  1941.  With  the  increasing  piuportion  of  old  to  young  people  this 
dif field ty  is  certain  to  get  woise  and  the  time  must  come  wnen  steps 
will  have  to  be  t^ken  to  remed^^  it  = 

Scabies. 

This  skin  disease,  though  s'.ill  more  pre.alent  than  noimal  as 
a  result  of  war  conditions,  is  steadily  getting  less,  fewer  cases 
being  reported  by  Me'dcai  Men.  It  ha-s  not  been  found  necessary  in 
I9i4l|.  to  have  recourse  to  the  speciial  powei  s  grants;'  to  Local 
Authorities  by  the  1941  Ministry  of  Health  OrPer  in  Council,  There 
are  no  facilities  now  In  th' ^  Sp--lsoy  Rural  Li,-ri:t  fo^  the 
disinfestation  of  xnfecfced  c]oth''.ng,  but  Lhe.ie  facilities  can  be 
obtained  in  the  neighbouring  fewns. 

Venereal  diseases. 

T  am  pleased  "t'O  be  able  to  report  thit-  unliks  a  great  part  of 
the  country,  there  is  again  this  year  very  liltl  3  Vener.jal  disease 
in  the  Spiisby  Rural  I^istrict.  Very  fev*  fresh  cases  have  been 
brought  to  my  notice. 

A  cl'.nic  for  the  treatment  of  'these  cases  is  in  operation  at 
Skegness  and  people  affected  ha^'e  generally  been  v/illing  to  avail 
themselves  of  it. 

Diphtheria.  Immunisation  of  Children, 

The  drive  to  get  all  children  between  one  year  and  school 
leaving  age  prctectsd.  against  Diphtheric  was,  d'a'-r'ing  -19445  largely 
taken  over  by  the  County  Council,  though  a  certedn  proportion  are 
still  immunised  by  loc^l  practitioners  if  'he  parents  prefer  it. 
During  the  :"ear  332  children  were  given  lorotection,  225  under  5  years 
and  107  between  5-15  years.  75.1^  of  er-uimp-fced  n'jmber  of 
children  between  the  above  ages  in  the  x.uthority' s  Area  had  received 
immunisation  on  3ls'c  December ,1944 5  as  ccmpE'red  v/ith  74.344  on  31  st 
December ,1945. 

I  should  like  to  again  take  tais  oppOit-onity  of  e'xpressing  my 
thanks  to  the  school  teachers  in  tnis,.  as  in  .  vox-y  oth  'r  matter 
affecting  the  health  of  the  childre. 

3.  Prevalence  of  Di.sease. 

I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  re-port  that  194^1-  was  a  good  year  in 
the  Spilsbp  R-.iral  District  as  regards  infectious  d.iseases.  Contrary 
to  expectations  there  was  very  little  Influen  a  but  much  that 
there  was.  was  of  a  serere  type,  Nino  d.eaths  were  attribuued  to  it. 

There  was  in  the  summer  and^  autumn  a  very  widespread  epidemic 
of  Septic  throats  due  to  a  otreptecoccal  infection  and  ma-ay  people 
were  off  work  for  some  weexs  d.ue  to  this  causa.  This  infection  was 
most  probably  tne  cause  of  a  considerable  increase  in  the  number  of 
cases  of  Scarlet  lever,  especially  in  the  southern  part  of  the 
district  where  two  employees  of  a  milk  distribution  establishment 
were  found  to  be  carriers  of  the  Streptococcus-.  There  were 
altogether  45  cases  of  Scarl.3t  Fevex-  compared  to  1;  in  1943  and  20 
in  1942.  The  same  infection  may  also  hrx\e  been  the  cause  of  the 
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slight  rise  in  Jases  of  fuerperai  i^yrenia  {3  compared  with  2  in 
1943  apd  3  in  1942},  Almost  all  the  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  of 
a  mild  type  an^.  ther.  were  no  deaths. 

There  was  not  a  sirifle  case  of  Diphtheria  reported  in  1944. 
This 'I  believe  to  he  a  record  f^r  the  district. 

Unlike  a  great  part  of  the  country,  there  were  no  cases  of' 
Dysentery  notifie-^,  during  the  year.  On  tne  other  hanl  there  were 
a  large  number  of  cases  of  Diarrhoea  throughout  the  summer  end 
autumn,  much  of  it  ^f  a  severe  type  and  people  of  all  ages  were 
affected.  This  trouble  was  not  due  to  food  and  as  in  the  previous 
year  subsided  at  the  beginning  of  the  winter. 

There  was  a  considerable  epidemic  of  Dhooping  Cough  amongst 
the  children,  105  cases  were  notified  but  that  is  only  a  proportion 
of  the  real  number  as  large  r.umbers  ^To  not  come  unc-"er  treatment  by 
medical  men.  There  v>/as  one  death  from  this  cause.  The  year  was 
remarkable  for  the  few  cases  of  Measles;  only  6  beinfe  notified. 

Tuberculosis  notifications  were  24  which  is  about  the  average 
for  previous  years.  There  were  10  deaths.

4.  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area., 

Wat er  Suppli e  s. 


During  the  first  five  months  of  1944  there  was  a  very  low 
rain  fall  and  this,  foll.owing  the  two  dry  years  of  1942  and  1943, 
resulted,  in  the  level  of  water  in  the  ground  being  much  lower  than 
normal  until  the  Autumn.  Many  w/jlls  were  dry  during  the  Spring  .and 
Summer  causing  great  har'^Tship  i:o  farmers  and  milk  producers,  and.  in 
many  cases  water  for  domestic  purposes  was  very  short  indeed.  In 
many  parts  of  the  District  the  urgency  of  extending  a  piped  supply 
of  water  as  soon  as  possible,  was  again  appreciated  by  the  Council, 
During  the  second  half  ofthe  year  heavy  rains  and  sriow  raised  the  water 
level  to  the  normal  height  again. 

Fen  Area  Water  Supply. 

Weekly  gauging  of  the  source  of  the  Fen  Area  Water  Supply 
reveal  that  the  average  daily  yield  was  156,000  gallons  per  day, 
being  an  increase  of  some  19/20,000  gallons  per  day  over  a  simnlar 
period  in  1943.  luring  the  months  of  Auguist  and  September,  however, 
it  was  found  that  the  yield  of  the  sourceworks  was  insufficient  to 
meet  witn  the  demands  of  the  District;  as  a  terrporary  e:.-pedient  to 
overcome  the  difficulty,  pumping  from  a  nearby  stream  had  to  be 
resorted  to,  and.  under  such  circumstances  it  was  found  .necessary  for 
safety  purposes  to  apply  a  very  heavy  Chlorine  d.osage  -  one  part  per 
million  gallons.  At  a  later  s^age  arrangements  were  made  with  the 
Boston  Rural  District  CoTincil  and  the  N.E,  Lines  .  Water  Compo.ny 
whereby  water  could  be  taken  from  either  of  those  two  undertakings 
during  such  times  of  emergency  as  were  found  necessary,  and  as  a 
result  of  these  arrangements  it  is  anticipated,  that  it  a/ill  never 
again  be  necessary  to  resort  to  bhe  use  of  the  stream  for  this  purpose. 

The  estimated  consumption  rf  the  District  during  the  year  was 
some  37,000,000  gallons,  which  is  equivalent  to  101,370  gallons  per 
day.  Assuming  the  population  being  so  supplied  to  be  5,500,  the 
average  consumption  per  head  per  day  for  all  purposes  is  l8,43  gallons. 
This  is  an  increase  of  3.93  gallons  per  head  per  d.j.y  over  last  year, 
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Mains  extensions  during  the  year  were  effected  in  the  Inriahes 
of  Stickney,  Cr'^ft,  Wainflect  i-ill  Saints  and  Priskney  rnd  those 
have  involved  the  laying  of  some  4,000  yar^'’s  of  additional 
distribution  mains  and  ancillary  works. 

There  are  330  metered  supplies  in  operation  in  the  district 
and  115  applications  for  supplies  to  be  afforded  were  received 
during  the  year  under  review  comprising; - 

51  Domestic  supplies 
18  Metered  supplied 
26  Field  supplies 
8  Standpipe  Supplies 
5  Special  purposes  supplies 
7  Extensions  of  existing  supplies. 

Coastal  Water  Supplies. 

The  use  of  the  Artesian  flow  from  the  M-umby  borehole  continued 
to  be  supplied  for  cattle  watering  purposes  and  in  this  respect 
92  consu!Tiers  are  now  connected  to  the  mains  of  the  undertaking, 
each  supply  being  afforded  by  meter.  . 

Analyses.  . 

Samples  of  both  Pen  and^  Coastal  water  supplies  have  been  taken 
during  the  ye-ai  and  the  analysis  of  these  have  shown  that  both 
continue  t©  be  excellent  in  character  both  Bacteriologically  and. 
Chemically. 

5.  Milk.  . 

In  my  previous  annual  repr-nts  during  the  war,  I  have  commented 
upon  the  serious  question  of  milk  which  has  been  lost  for  human 
consumption  due  to  souring.  At  a  large  Dairy  in  this  District  with  an 
average  intake  of  6,000  gallons  of  milk  per  day  over  the  last  three 
years  figures  have  been  given  by  the  firm  of  rejected,  milk  as 
follows : - 

1942  9,200  gallons 

1943  3,460  gallons 

1944.  5,1 60  gallons 

The  causes  attributing  to  the  souring  of  milk  are  various,  but 
'ondoubt ed.ly  in  1944  the  great  scarcit5^  of  vifo.ter  on  many  farms  for 
cooling  purposes  was  one  of  the  most  important  factors.  It  is 
w'orth  noting  that  in  the  early  part  of  1943  there  was  a  concentrated 
effort  by  the  Department  towards  this  appalling  waste  of  vitally 
important  food.  Re-inspections  v/ere  carried  out  at  premises  where 
adverse  reports  were  receive^'’  and  every  effort  made  to  get  the 
necessary  improvements  effected. 

During  1944  there  were  11  cases  ^f  Tuberculosis  of  a  non- 
pulmonary  tjqce  notified;  most,  if  not  all  of  these  were  due  to  the 
drinking  of  infected  milk,  this  nimber  was  higher  than  the  past  few 
years  and  emphasises  the  importance,  not  only  of  clean  but  of 
pathologically  sterile  milk.  .  In  the  interests  of  the  consumer,  I 
wish  that  it  was  compulsory  for  all  milk  to  be  properly  pasteurised 
until  such  time  as  the  farmer  and  the  veterinsiry  surgeon  can  prod.uce 
cattle  that  supply  Tuberculin  free  milk. 

The  Public  Health  Officers  have  had  great  difficulty  during  the 
year  in  getting  works  of  alteration  and  improvements  d.one  due 
solely  to  the  shortage  of  men  in  the  buil"‘'ing  trad.e,  but  nevertheless 
during  1944  twenty-five  cowshed.s  v/ere  altered  to  comply  with  the 
requirements  of  the  Milk  andu  Dairy  Order. 

During  the  year  10  premises  were  registered  as  cowsheds  bringing 
the  total  number  in  the  Spilsby  Rural  District  to  823.  ■ 

6.  Housing. 

Rural  Housing.  Proposals  for  the  improvement  of  rural  housing 
as  the  essential  found.ation  for  a  healthy  and  happy  village  life, 
are  founded,  in  the  third  report  of  the  Rural  Housing  Sub-Committee 
of  the  Central  Housing  Advisory  Committee. 

To  those  who  have  readi.  this  report  an""^  are  interested^  in  the 
public  v/elfare  of  citiaenship  there  is  cause  for  satisfaction  and. 
a  feeling  that  real  progress  will  be  carried,  out. 

A  thorough  and  comprehensive  survey  will  have  to  be  carried  out 
throughout  the  District,  and  it  is  estimated  that  there  are  about 
6,000  houses  to  be  inspect e'\  It  is  only  right  that  the  housing 
problem  should  be  tackled  vigorously  so  that  the  young  people  v/ill 
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not  be  driven  to  seek  accommodation  in  the  townc  where  amenities, 
lacking  in  the  country,  are  to  hand,  and  as  a  result  deprive  the 
rur a  1  di  st  r i  c  t  s  o  f  t  he i  r  o  e  s t  ma nhc  od^ 

As  soon  as  the  joint  County  Committee  is  appointed  for  the 
purpose  of  standardisation  in  the  general  standard  of  rural  housing, 
the  appointment  of  additional  technical  or  trained  non-technical 
staff  will  be  reguiredo 

The  housing  shortage  caused  by  the  war  is  very  acute  throughout 
the  district  and  vdll  become  more  so  as  the  men  and  women  in  the 
services  are  demoi'ili sed,  Besiiies  the  actual  shortage  of  houses, 
there  are  numerous  properties  in  occupatior  which  fall  far  short  of 
the  standards  at  which  we  are  aiming,  i'lany  of  these  houses  will 
have  to  come  dov/n  as  soon  as  better  houses  can  be  built  for  the 
people. 

Agricultural  Workers  Cptt ages. 

No  further  progress  was  made  during  the  year  in  the  actual 
erection  of  the  twenty-two  agricultural  workers  cottages.  Shortage 
of  labour  and.  materials  and  prioirnty  for  bomb-damaged  property  in 
the  south  of  England  has  made  the  placing  of  contracts  for  the  work 
a  very  great  difficulty.  One  sincerely  hopes  that  no  funther 
obstacles  will  preveiit  the  commencement  of  the  work  in  the  very 
near  future. 

derma nent  Housing  1 ro  gramme. 

*  The  Council's  first  year  lost  'bar  Housing  rrogramme  for  the 
erection  of  52  houses  and  30  bungaluv^rs  is  a  step  in  the  right 
direction.  One  'riews,  howevox',  v/ith  some  trepidation,  based  on  a 
knowledge  of  building  costs,  thu  cost  of  these  new  houses.  The 
existing  subsidy  from  the  hinistr;y  is  not  sufficient  to  bridge  the 
difference  between  the  actual  cost  involved,  in  building  the  houses, 
and  the  economic  rent  which  she  agricultural  workers  can  pay.  Until 
building  costs,  so  sorely  inflated  by  many  contributing  factors,  are 
'ceduced  there  seem.s  to  be  no  hope  of  private  enterprise,  v/hich  did 
so  much  after  rhe  last  war  to  relieve  the  shortage,  being  able  to 
help  in  this  most  urgent  matter  of  liouse  building. 

Housing  Nural  Workers  Act. 

One  application  v/as  receiv  ;d  during  the  year  and  it  was  decided 
to  make  a  grant  of  £37.  O.^  Od  to  tne  ot/ner  of  the  property, 

7.  Sewerage. 

The  Rural  Water  Supply  &  Sewerage  Act,19/|ii,  which  forms  part  of 
the  post  v/ar  reconstruction  prograr.me  towards  the  assistance  of 
Schemes  for  the  provision  and  improvement  of  water  supplies  and  for 
the  provi.  sion  of  se./erage  facilit  ies  in  rural  localities,  will 
materially  assist  the  District  in  the  advancement  of  the  3ev;erage 
schemes  which  have  been  'dth-held  on  account  of  the  heavy 
expendibtire  involved. 

On  this  matter,  the  Council  have  considered  the  preliminary 
report  of  their  Officers  and  have  approved  in  pxdnciple  that  certain 
improvements,  alteratioiiS  "^.nd  reconstruction  are  required  in  the 
parishes  of  Spilsby,  Hundleby,  Ijurgh-le-Nar sh,  Wainfleet  All  Saints, 
Sibsey  and  Huttoft,  Regarding  the  villages  of  Halton,  C-reat  Steeping 
Little  Steeping  and  East  Kirkby,  it  is  hoped  tnat  the  nearby  R.^-.E. 
Stations  with  their  modern  sewerage  w'orks  may,  at  some  future  date 
be  utilised.  The  coastal  parishes  of  Ingoldmells ,  Chapel  St. 
Leonards,  Hogsthorpe  and  i^nderby  must  of  necessity  have  a 
comprehensive  sewerage  scheme  as  soon  as  poss-.ble  after  the  war. 

When  the  whole  of  this  coastal  area  is  supplied  with  proper  water, 
sewerage,  electricity  and  scavenging  schemes  thai,  and  then  only  can 
it  be  developed  into  the  excellent  holiday  resort  that  it  should  be. 

8.  Sea  yen  ping. 

Scavenging  services  are  carried  out  by  cont3?act  in  the  parishes 
of  Spilsby,  Burgh-1  o-Mi.rsh,  Waiafieet  -^11  Saints,  Hogsthorpe, 
Ingoldmells  and  Chapel  St.  Leonards. 

In  orde'”’  that  o  more  efficient  service  could  be  put  into 
operation,  a  scheme  was  prepare^  far  employment  of  direct  labour 
along  witn  the  purcha.se  of  modern  refuse  vehicles.  ^as  a  preliminary 
step  towards  the  suggested  scheme  :'i’or  the  collection  of  any^dry 
refuse  and  night  soil,  a  motor  refuse  vehicle  is  being  obtained  along 
with  a  portable  pump  and  night  soil  tank,  as  a  tentatiA/e  step  towarus 
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the  ultimate  operation  of  a  hirect  labour  scavengint:  service.  It 
is  hoped  that  at  an  early  date  when  men  from  the  forces  are 
released  that  the  scheme  in  its  entirety  will  be  put  into  operation. 

The  gradual  conversion  of  all  earth  closets  etc, ,  to  the  water 
carriage  system  when  practicable,  was  stared  after  a  full  report 
had  been  submitted  to  the  Council  indicating  all  the  properties 
in  the  parish  of  Spilsby  ha.ving  pails,  ■vaults  etc,  ,  with  a  piped 
water  supply  and  mains  nearby.  irogress  of  conversion  is  bffiing 
proceeded  with,  the  Council  i:)aying  the  ovners  half  of  the  cost 
involved.  The  next  task  will  be  ‘to  survey  Burgh-le-Marsh  and 
W.. infleet  ^^11  Saints  and  complete  conversion  in  these  parishes.
